"PYUNGYANG RADTO' VERSION OF KIM LL COMMENT ON REUNIFICATION 
SK291057 Pyongyang Domestic Service in Korean 2200 GMT 28 Sep 80 


(Texc] Comrade Kim 11, member of the political committee of the Central 
Committee of the KWP, vice president of the DPRK and chairman of the Conm- 
mittee for the Peaceful Reunification of the Fatherland, exchanged opinions 
with Choe Hong-hui, former commander of the 6th Army Crops of the South 
Korean Army, first ambassador of South Korea to Malaysia, publisher of PAEDAL 
SINBO and chairman of the International Taekwondo Federation, in Pyongyang 

on 27 and 28 September. 


Comrade Kim Il sent letters to Choe Hong-hui and other figures vverseas on 
15 January, proposing they meet him in person and exchange heart-to-heart 
opinions to open the door for dialog and reunification. This is how his 
meeting with Choe was arranged to exchange opinions, taking advantage of 
the latter's visit to the fatherland. On hand at the meeting were Vice 
Premier Chong Chun-ki; Ho Chong-suk, director of the secretariat of the 
Central Committee of the Democratic Front for the Reunification of the 
Fatherland; and Hong Ki-mun, vice chairman of the Committee for the Peace- 
ful Reunification of the Fatherland. 


Comrade Kim Il and Choe Hong-hui exchanged candid opinions on the question 
of the country's reunification. Comrade Kim Il spoke first. Saying that 
putting an end to the tragic national division and achieving national re- 
unification is the utmost national task which should not be put off any 
longer, he added: The historic cause of the fatherland's reunification is 
not achieved, any communist or any nationalist in Korea cannot say that he 
has executed his duties and responsibilites toward the country and the na- 
tion. The respected and beloved leader met a ranking South Korean official 
in 1972 and set forth the three principles for the fatherland's reunifica- 
tion: independence, peaceful reunification and national unity. 


Expressing his conviction that if the reunification question is discussed 
based on the three principles for the fatherland's reunification, the 
country's reunification--the cherished desire of the entire nation--can 
be achieved, Comrade Kim Il said: There may be various ways to realize 




















national re.nification, The most ideal way is to set up a united central 
government by holding general democratic elections in the north and the south 
after forcing all toreign troops out of the country. As the South Korean 
rulers oppose thie, it ta difficult to hold general elections right now. 

fut we cannot merely wait till the establishment of a united central govern- 
ment. 


We consider that under the conditions where there are differences in ideology 
and eyetem, a most realistic and reasonable way to achieve initial rewiifi- 

ation ie by fo ing what we call a north-south confederation, while putting 
off the unification of systems for the time being. 


The north-south confederation means forming a confederal body with represen- 
tatives of the north and the south to deal with diplomatic and defense af- 
faire im a uniform way and solving problems of common concern for the na- 
tion, while leavine the two system as they are and maintaining independent 
activictes of the north and the sovrh. 


inetitutton of the north-south confederation will make it »ossible to al- 
leviate the sufferings of the nation caused by the division, achieve a uni- 
form development of the country and, furthermore, open a favorable phase for 
the peaceful reunification of the country. 





\s to what system should be applied to the United Korea after our country is 
completely reuntfied, we feel that this can be solved by allowing the people 
to make a choice based on their expertences with the confederation. 


Noting that no matter when and how the reunification of the country is real- 
ized, the entire nation should achieve unity if it is to successfully achieve 
the cause of reunification, he said: Under the condit:ons where there are 
differences in ideology and system, national unity should be achieved based 
only om the national idea. As for ourselves, we put the national idea and 
interests ahead of the communist idea on the road of realizing our ideal, 
treasuring the former more than the latter. 


1 efforts for buliding communism boil down to making our Korea wealthy 
and prosperous and making all our Korean people rich. 


we think we should not ask about the past doings of those who come out for 
reunification. No matter what road they took in the past, if they now set 
out on the road of patriotism, the road of reunification, we should join 
hande with them and advance with them in the same ranks. In this respect, 
we have had a good record of collaboration with democratic figures such as 
Kim Ku, Kim Kyu-sik and Yo Un-hyong soon after the nation's liberation. 


Saving that anticommunism is the road to division and that association with 
communism [yongong) is the road to reunification, he stated that one who 
cares about the country and the nation and desires reunification should 
procete association with communism which is for reunification, not anti- 
communism which is for division. 








He noted that if reunification of the country is successfully achieved, the 
will of the nation should be demonstrated on a wide scale and, for this, 
democracy should be guaranteed. 


He said that as Choe Hong-hui knows well, a fascist rule which goes against 
reunification is being enforced in South Korea and that the Chon Tu-hwan 
sroup Which seized power after the death of Pak Chong-hul has revived the 
usin system, has purged all groups of adversaries and is ruthlessly sup- 
pressing patriotic democratic forces. 


He continued: the group has eliminated almost all of the personages to whom 
we sent letters in January proposing multilateral contacts with us. Kim 
Tae=chung has been sentenced to death by a military court. Yun Po-gon and 
lam Sok-hon received prison terms and even Kim Yong-sam and Kim Chong-pil 
nave been booted out of political circles. This vividly shows that the 
‘ascist Chon Tu-hwan group has no intention to hold a dialog with us and 
work for reunification. 


Under conditions in which the Chon Tu-hwan group suppresses democratic for- 
ces and those who call for reunification, a great hurdle blocks the road to 
reunification of the country. 


Therefore, to achieve national unity and advance the independent and peace- 
ful reunification of the fatherland, compatriots at home and abroad who care 
about the future of the country and the nation should wage a widespread strug- 
gle to bring down the Chon Tu-hwan group and achieve democratization. 


The very one wrecking the great unity of our nation and obstructing reuni- 
fication of the country is none other than the United States. 


As the United States keeps its troops in South Korea and interferes in the 
internal affairs of our country, neither democratization nor national unity 
have been achieved in South Korea. 


The United States repeats the claim that it keeps its troops in South Korea 
to prevent an invasion from the north--a claim no one buys. 


If we had intended to invade the south, we could have taken military actions 
against South Korea, caking advantage of the disorder that prevailed there 
last year after the death of Pak Chon@-hwi. However, at that time we pro- 
posed to hold a dialog with South Korea, did not take military action 
against it, and in fact held the dialog. 


To justify the stationing of its troops in South Korea, the United States 
has in recent years devised the new excuse that we are reinforcing the army. 
As some ©.6 million students--wore than half the population--are studying in 
schools at every level and we are engaged in peaceful construction on a 
massive scale in the northern half of our republic, we have to direct major 
efforts to this end. Therefore, how can we spare manpower to reinforce the 
army? 
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Speaking of arms buildup and military equilibrium, it is we who shoule dis- 
cuss thie. South Korea has 35 million people, more than couble our popula- 
tion, and its regular army enjoys a numerical superiority over ours. In 
addition, there are 43,000 U.S. troops armed with even nuclear weapons sta- 
tions there, confronting us. Nevertheless, the United States clamors about 
the threat of invasion from the north and the disruption of military egquil- 
ibrium. This ts merely an excuse to inatigate the fascist military regime 
in South Korea and justify its occupation of South Korea. 


lf ever the United States thinks that it can rule the people by instigating 
the fascist mi ry group, this is a gross miscaiculation. Since the 
Kwaneju incic , anti-U.S. sentiments are rapidiy rising in South Korea, 

At this time we think that we should incite compatriots at home and abroad 
to promote the anti-U.S. patriotic movement to get U.S. troops pulled out of 
uth Kores. If the U.S. troops are withdrawn from South Korea, we think 
vur nation can achieve reunification of the country through united efforts. 


In order to achtleve the independent and peaceful reunification of the coun- 
trv, all patriotic figures and responsibie politicians at home and abroad 
who take te heart the destinies of the country and the nacion should gather 
at one place and hold negotiations on measures for national salvation. 


t is a good starting point that Choe Hong-hui is visiting the fatherland 


ind meeting with us. We think we should further expand the scope of such 
exchanges of opinions. 
support Choe Hong-hui's desire and activities to make contributions to the 


cause of che reunification of the country--to which the entire nation 
aspires--through Taekwondo, evaluating them as a noble manifestation of 
patrictism. 


In conclusion, he said that the exchange of opinions with Choe Hong-hui was 
beneficial to deepening mutual understanding and trust, promoting national 
unity and achieving the cause of the reunification of the country. He 

also said that it is necessary to continuously maintain a i multilaterally 
develop relations with Choe Hong-hui in the future, too. 


Choe Hong-hui spoke next. 


Noting that 35 years have passed since our country was artificially divided, 
he said: We have misgivings about the fact that the 35 years of national 
division, which came on the heels of 36 vears of slavery to the Japanese, 
have caused our national spirit to go down the drain in the south. 


We think that to achieve reunification of the fatherland, the ulmost goal 
of the nation, we should first of all meet each other and carry out dialog. 
When we have dialog we can promote mutual understanding and solve problems. 











| was very happy to be one of those living overseas to whom you extended an 
invitation in January. My visit to the fatherland and this meeting give me 
4 sense of honor and a sense of heavy responsibility as well. I think that 
tie aspirations of compatriots at home and abroad for the reunification of 
the fatherland should be materialized by continuing and expanding such con- 
(acts, 


the problem on which we should lay the greatest emphasis in achieving re— 
unification is to oust outside forces, Considering the rising voices of 
lemocratic figures abroad and in South Korea as well who demand the with- 
drawal of U.S. troops in the wake of the atrocities committed by Chon Tu- 
nwan recently, I suspect this is a sign indicating the reunification of our 
country. National reunification is not an affair of any specific individual 
person but an undertaking of the whole nation. Therefore, I am willing to 
participate in a dialog with an open heart. 


ack in 1875 | appealed to the United States. At that time I said that I 
-ould give advice to the United States if it says that its love for our 
country prompts it to extend us aid. I asked the United States to cut any 
form of afd to South Korea, puli its troops out of there if it loves our 
country and cares about South Korea. On many other occasions when I met 
Americans since then, 1 asked them to please get out of South Korea. I also 
ised to ask my Taekwondo pupils something to the effect: Why do you put 
your hands into another country? Why do you occupy our country which 
did not lose a war? Why should our country remain divided and not Japan 
which wae defeated in war? Is this not unjust? 


Things of one's own doing last long while things done with the help of others 
are likely cto be taken away by others. Foreigners will not help us. Nor 
will they reunify the .ountry. Evenif they do, I think this is a shame, not 
a thing to rejoice over. We think that reunification achieved through the 
unity of the people, by ourselves, without a war over differences of ideology 
and ideals is a true reunification. 


As Vice President Kim I] has just said, if democratic general elections are 
held now and a majority vote for communism, then it is communism no matter 
how much we say we dislike it. If a majority is for something eise, won't 
it be a system of another ideology? I think this cannot become a problem 
at all and this does not mean that one side eats away the other or is eaten 
by the other. In other words, as this is a family business, who is doing 
the eating? 


There is a shade of pessimism in my mind that under the circumstances where 
the South Korean murderous group engages in war rackets, doing what i: 
cleases to seize power, general elections will be hard to achieve for the 
time being. 


I think at present it may be a way of opening a phase on the road to reuni- 
fication for us to form a single state externally and dea. with diplomatic, 

















Milicary, political and other affairs, while leaving the two systems 4s 
they are fo the time being, visiting each other and choosing what we think 
good, 


in this sense, | fuily approve the proposal on instituting a north-south 
confederation. 


In connection with Choe Hong-hui's remarks, Comrade Kim Il once again 
expressed support to this effort for reunification, saying thet he is 
pleased to find that he shares a common stand on reunification with us. 


Comrade Kim li said that as there is a common stand on reunification, what 
is importan. now is practice and called for paving a road to reunification 
with united efforts. 


Mr Choe Hong-hui said that he was happy to see that the desire and stand of 
overseas personages for reunification are concordant with -he stand of re- 
sponsible politicians and tigures in the homeland. He stated: Having 
been convinced through my visit te North Korea that anything can be done 
where there is a will, I will ¢ ' wyself to the reunification of the 
country. 


Sharing the view that meeting a. .king with each other is conducive to 
promoting understandine and trust and is very beneficial to precipitating 
the cause of reunification, Comrade Kim Il and Mr Choe Hong-hui expressed 
the hope that more personages at home and abroad will meet and exchange 
opinions with one anotner. 


The exchange of opinions proceeded, from start to end, in an atmosphere 
overflowing with warm fraternity. 


After the exchange of opinions, Comrade Kim I] arranged a luncheon for Mr 
Choe Hong-hul.

July tnereased by 41 percent and in August by 43 percent above the same 
monthe of last vear, the plan of gross industrial output in terms of value 
envisaged in the "L00-day battle” was carried out at 103 percent in July and 
at 113 percent in August.

Koreas agriculture has created a high tempo of growth ever known in the world

A d=} percent increase of grain output a year is generally regarded as a big 
success, But, our country registered an annual growth of over 30 percent in 
the 19708. As a result, the 7 aillion-ton target of grain production en- 
vieaged in the six-year plan put forward at the Fifth Congress of the party 
was hit in 1974, two years ahead of echedule. 


Subsequently, our country attained the over 8 aillion-ton target of grain 
production in 1976 and the 8.5 aillion-ton target in 1977. 


The catastrophic influence of the cold front sweeping 411 the continents 
and regions of the world reached our country, too, an unprecedented heat 
and cold waves threatened our agricultural production.

'Text) Pyongyang September 25 (KCNA)--September 24 ia the day of electricity 
in the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea, 


The working people in the domain of power industry significantly marked 
their red-letter day by sending more electricity to various fields of the 
national economy where the vigorous "100-day battle” is going on with the 
approach of the sixth congress of the Workers Party of Korea. 


The power workers who fulfilled the August production plan at 103.7 percent 
are sharply boosting production in September, too. 


The power industry of our country has made dazzling successes under the 
wise guidance of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song. 


Korea's power industry has developed into a reliable industry by proportion- 
ately combining hydro and thermal power. 


Large hydraulic and thermal power stations and small and medium hydro and 
factory thermal power stations relying on the rich hydraulic resources and 
coal have been built in all parts of the country. 


As a result, the daily growing demand of the national economy for power is 
fully met. 





During the past Six-Year Plan period (1971-1976) alone, the Unggi and 
Chongchongang thermal power stations were newly commissioned and the Pukchang 
Thermal Power Station was expanded into a big power base. 


The Sodusu Power Stations Nos. 1 and 2 and factory thermal power stations 
and small- and medium-sized hydro power stations were built on an extensive 
scale. 


The power output of the country reached 28,000 million kwh already in 1975. 
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it continuou ly increased in the period of the second Seven-Year Plan, 
especially, it increased 10 percent in 1978 as againat the previous year 
and again grew 14 percent in 1979 compared with 1978, 


Already in 1970 our country reached the level of developed industrial 
countries in per capita power output, 


Now thermal power accounts for more than a half of the total generating 
capacity of the country. 


The medium and siail power stations set up in various places of the country 
are used as the .ource of heat for rural villages and are making a positive 
contribution to the development of local industry. 


The state annually increases investments in thie domain for the development 
of power industry. 


This vear 2.3 times as much fund as last year was allocated to the domain. 


The construction of dame and hydropower stations on the rivers is going in 
full ewing in cur country on a large scale in accordance with the policy put 
forward at the 19th plenary meeting of the Fifth Central Committee of the 
Workers Party of Korea held in December last year. 


According to date compiled, 37 more projects than envisaged for this year 
were started throughout the country and 17 of them have already been fin- 
ished to turn out electricity. 


The working people in the field of power industry are making vigorous en- 


deavours to hit the target of raising the annual power output to 56,000- 
60,000 million kwh envisaged in the second seven-year plan.

DOPRK'S CHUNGHWA COUNTY INCREASES LIGHT INDUSTRY OUTPUT

[Text] Pyongyang October 1 (KCNA)=--Local industry has made a rapid develop- 
ment in Chunghwa county adjacent to Pyongyang, like in all other counties of 
the country. 


All the local industrial factories of the county producing {fronware and 
woodenware for daily use, foodstuffs, fabrics, clothes, building materials, 
medicines and so on have been firmly built up into modern bases for the 
production of mass consumption goods to fully meet the growing demand of the 
county's population for consumer goods. 


Over the past ten years the county has been additionally supplied with more 
than 900 modern machines including machine-tools to markedly expand the pro- 
duction scale of its local industrial factories and raise their level of 
technical equipment. 


In this period the county's gross value of local industrial output has grown 
more than 2.6 times, of which the production of clothes increased 3.6 times, 
foodstuffs 3 times and goods for daily use 2.8 times. 


In particular, a modern cooking oil production base has been built, with the 
result that cooking oil is regularly supplied without interruption to the 
people in the county, while sending every year a large amount of oil to other 
areas. 


The expansion project of a textile mill specialised in the production of 
lining cloth is now progressing at the final stage in the county, when 
completed, the mill will produce and send lining cloth to the clothing 


factories in Pyongyang. 


The last decade has witnessed a radical change in the local industry of 
Korea. 


Every county has reliable raw material bases and every province has local 


industrial factories specialized in producing such basic chemicals as 
sodium carbonate, caustic soda and hydrochloric acid. 
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The local iniuatrial tactories have built solid material production bases 
and are fully provided with conditions to secure raw materials, 


in thie period the number of the country's local industrial factories has 
more than doubled and they have further consolidated the material and tech- 
nical foundations, supplied with more than 185,000 modern machines includ- 
ing machine=tools, 


The assortment and quantity of products have also increased more than two 
times, 


Along with the modernisation of the local industrial factories and the 
growth of their production capacity, the local industry has turned into a 
comprehensive base for the production of consumer goods with each county 
as @ unit to satisfy the demand of its population for mass consumption 
goods.
